In any office or store where the telephone direc¬ 
tory is used frequently, it rapidly becomes a tattered 
and frustrating booklet. A poor quality paper stock is 
used and the type is much too small for a directory 
of this type. The interests of economy and “cheap” 
publication which is evident in both the paper and the 
crammed type is not sound economy and does not give 
the subscriber service to which he is entitled. The tele¬ 
phone directory is issued and distributed as a neces¬ 
sary adjunct to telephone service and those who pay 
for this service are entitled to more consideration in 
books than the rag and tatters example produced. 

The directory and the system is of course, an ex¬ 
ample of a government owned and operated monopoly 
and would hardly be mistaken for a private business 
operating under competition. The government depart¬ 
ment reduces the possibility of competition in its 
directory and protects its advertising revenue in that 
book by copyright. In many instances communities 
wishing to issue their own telephone directories have 
been stopped by this “copyright” threat. In those 
cases where publication has been made, regardless of 
the government threats, subscribers are favored with 
a local directory which provides them with a more 
convenient listing, is printed on better quality paper 
and is more readable because of the larger type size 
used in the listings. 

One can understand the desire of Alberta Govemn- 
ment Telephones in protecting its revenue from 
directory advertising and the authorities would un¬ 
doubtedly claim that the revenue from this advertis¬ 
ing source means a saving to telephone subscribers. 
The wisdom of those who use this advertising media 
is a matter of question for they are using a vehicle 
for their advertising which is low in quality, frustrat¬ 
ing in use and difficult to read. 

There seems o be at least two choices to better 
a bad situatiqn. The present directory can be'printed 
on a lasting paper stock and employ type that is large 
enough to read — or the present monopoly on , direc¬ 
tories can be dropped and smaller communities, at 
least, will be able to produce a directory which will 
serve the purpose for which it is intended-
